“Effective this date, we are 
working in close co-operation with 
the gasoline rationing boards of 
the state to determine the owner- 
ship and location of automobiles 
that have not been returned for 
state and county taxation and 
which are admittedly subject to) 
be taxed in Georgia. 

“It occurs to me that if you are 
a holder of gasoline ration coupons | 
from a Fulton county rationing) 
board that you will desire to pay | 
the tax due on your automobile 
under these circumstances without 
further procedure.”

WASHINGTON, March 16.—(#”)—Demanding open market sales 
of surplus government property. Representative Cochran, Democrat, 
Missouri, said today a government employe had purchased two 
lots of overage dry cel) batteries from the Army, one for $15 and 
one for $65, and part of them were resold later for $20,000. 

Cochran told the house a preliminary investigation by the Army 
showed no fraud or collusion, but that regulations governing sale 
and difposal of salvaged Army property were being tightened. 

The Missourian gave the house this account: 

The batteries, all over age and unsuitable for military use, were 
received at the Ugden, Utah, Army depot at various times last year. 
J. W. Harbertson, a civilian employe, asked permission to buy some 
of them which were about to be destroyed. | 

The salvage officer obtained authority from the Ninth Service 
Command headquarters and Harbertson bought 27,000 for $15 and 
later purchased 23,587 for $65. W. W. Grethe, of Bountiful, Utah, | 
bought 42,646 for $50. 

Jake Hayutin & Sons, Denver, Colo. bought some of the batteries 
for $20,000 from James M. Harbertson, Ogden, brother of the Army 
Gepot employe. 

Others previously had been sold but the number and the amount 
paid has not been determined.

Businessmen in this section have been warned to be on the lookout 
for a smooth-as-silk confidence man and bad check artist known to 
the FBI as the “man with a hundred names.’ 

F, C. Holloman, special agent in 
charge of the Atlanta office of the 
FBI, yesterday revealed the want- 
ed man as Jack Meredith, 51. 
Holloman said Meredith has de- 
frauded scores of business and 
‘professional men out of many 
thousands of dollars since his re- 
lease from prison in October 1942. 

The man has proved a tough 
problem for_the FBI because he 
operates with a finesse that makes 
him extremely elusive. He neither 
drinks to excess, smokes nor gam- 
bles; does not associate with wom- 
'en, does not run around with other 
criminals and whiles away leisure 
time all by himself by quietly, 
reading.

Army Draft Needs First 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—(4)—To build a young man’s army, 
the high command has decided to sacrifice war production if neces- 
sary, the steel industry was informed today by Chairman Donald M. 


Nelson, of the War Production Board. 


Military requirements call for 
the combat use of virtually every 
available able-bodied man in the 
country under 26, Nelson was 
quoted—by highly reliable sources 
—as telling a closed meeting of 
the steel-industry advisory com- 
mittee. 

An official account of Nelson’s 
message, released later, gave a re- 
phrased version but quoted Nel- 
s0n as declaring that the Army 
and Navy need men and “they 
must get the men, even if it means 
losing production.” 

The steel men were 
it was officially revealed, 
they must expect “severe 
power losses.” 

HERSHEY STRESSES NEED 

Selective Service Director Lew- 
is B. Hershey, who also address- 
ed the group, stressed the armed 
forces’ need for young men be- 
tween 18 and 26. 

Hershey expressed “sympathy” 
with the manpower problems of 
industry, and told the producers 
they “should not be dismayed” if 
they fail to meet production quo- 
tas because of military demands 
for men. 

Nelson, slightly more optimistic, 
deciared that all industry un- 
doubtedly faces one of the most 
difficult periods of the war, but 
voiced confidence in its ability to 
“produce all the goods needed de- 
spite manpower losses.” 

Some of the steel men, however, 
forecast serious losses in produc- 
tion. They said there are 42,000 
fewer men working in steel plants 
now than two months ago, while 
the rate of decline is accelerating.

Editor, Constitution: Dr. Charles 
P, Copeland’s letter in this morn- 
ing’s issue of your paper on the 
subject of state insurance is inter- 
esting. Since I am in the insur- 
ance business which he would 
have the state take over in so far 
as its own insurance requirements 
are concerned, I wonder how he 
feels with respect to the proposal 
now pending in the congress (S. 
B. 1161 sponsored by Senators 
Wagner and Murray) which would 
socialize his profession by provid- 
ing free medical, laboratory and 
hospitalization benefits for some 
100,000,000 people in the United 
States.

written into the new state constitution, as advocated last week 
by the DeKalb county grand jury, a provision that individual 
counties might, by a majority vote at a special election, remove 
homestead exemptions in so far as school taxes are concerned. 

Rather, we believe, would the average citizen see a state-wide 
extension of the authorization, already extended a number of 
counties, to exceed the five-mill limitation for school purposes. 

At any rate, one has the word of Assistant State School Super- 
intendent J. I. Allman that, with homestead exemptions and the 
five-mill limitation in effect, only a very few counties jn Georgia 
are able to supplement the notoriously inadequate state teacher 
Salary scale. 

Thus, barring the elimination of the homestead exemption 


law or the lifting of the five-mill limitation, it would seem that 


only from the state or federal government have we any hope of | 


a solution to the pressing problem of inadequate salaries and, 
consequently, insufficient faculties of incapable teachers, 
Moreover, there is, according to the best Washington sources, 
absolutely no chance at this time of federal aid for schools. There 
seems, on the other hand, to be a growing philosophy that edu- 


cation should be left strictly to state and local governments with 
the federal government foregoing entirely anything save that 
appertaining to veterans. 

All of which indicates that, in the immediate future, the tax- 
payers of Georgia have a decision to make: Either the state must 
find new revenue to augment its teacher-salary scale or counties 
must be allowed to exceed the five-mill limitation and/or abrogate 
homestead exemptions in so far as school taxes are concerned.

Fallacious Argument 
In Re Multi ple Divorce 


Some weeks ago a member of the New York 
state senate introduced a bill to prohibit, at least 
for a number of years, the remarriage of per- 
sons who had been divorced three or more times. 

What has happened to the New Yorker's bill in the meantime-l 
have not been informed, 

However, the bill itself provided text for one of these columns. 
The idea, which is to put a stop to those human freaks who seem 
to make a hobby of collecting as many divorces and as many 
ex-wives or ex-husbands as possible, was commended here. For it 
should be obvious that such matrimaniacs do nothing but cloak 
their sexual promiscuity in dubious legality and, as a matter of 
fact, are just as truly “living in sin” with their sixth or seventh 
connubial partners as though they had not troubled to visit some 
complacent, marrying justice of the peace. 

A readef has, however, contributed a letter which disagrees with 
this position. It is his contention that the column was wrong when 
it said that one divorce-—or, in some cases, even two divorces— 
were understandable and justified, but that when the number of 
divorce decrees collected by one person, man or woman, mounted 
into totals beyond this, it was time to call a legal halt. 

My correspondent writes an argument that if six divorces are 
evil, one divorce is evil too. He would prohibit all divorces, ap- 
parently. 

He backs his argument by saying that, if this column condones 
one or two divorces, it should likewise condone one crime of any 
character. He says that it would be just as logical to say that one 
robbery, or two robberies are all right, but the third and succeed- 
ing ones are felonies. That one, or two, murders are quite legal, 
but that three or more are crimes. And so on. His argument is 


fallacious on the face of it, 
ONE DRINK OF WATER It is undeniable fact that a person 
may become seriously ill, suffer 
excruciating agony, by drinking too much water, But that does not 
mean that we should refrain from drinking one cup of water when 
thirsty. 
It is criminal recklessness to drive on the highway at 80 miles 
per hour. But that does not make it wrong to drive at 25 miles 


per hour. 
You can become tragically drunk on beer. But that does not 


make it a sin to drink one glass or bottle of the brew. 
JUSTIFIABLE DIVORCE As a matter of common and moral 
sense, there are numerous in- 


stances when a divorce is a far more moral action than continuance 
of the married relationship. 

Marriage, to be acceptable in the sight of Nature and of God, 
must rest upon the foundation of mutual love. Without love mar- 
riage becomes a mockery, a tragedy and, in short, a sin. The man, 
or woman, who forces wife or husband to maintain the marriage 
relationship after love has gone is guilty of immorality. 

In such circumstances divorce is not only justifiable, it becomes 
the only moral course open. 

All this argument, of course, does not take into consideration 
any children there may be. If there are children and if the parents 
are capable of maintaining ostensibly friendly relations, though 
love has gone, the responsibility to their children may well out- 
weigh the moral desirability of acknowledged separation. 

But ft remains fundamental true that where, in either party to 
the marriage contract, love has been replaced by repulsion, by fear, 
by hatred, divorce or separation is a far more moral action than 
continuing in a matrimonial partnership no longer blessed by love, 
even though it may still be legally sanctioned by man’s vulnerable 


rules, 

WHEREIN THE SHAME It is, to reiterate, those who have 
made a practice of frequent change 

of matrimonial partners by recourse to accommodating divorce 

courts, who make a mockery of marriage. 

When a man has been divorced half a dozen times or so, it is 
libelous to all good women to call his temporary companions any- 
thing else but paramours. And vice versa, 

But the fact that multiple divorce is a shameful thing does not 
alter the equally true fact that there are circumstances under which 
divorce is far more moral than continuance of the skeleton of 
marriage when the soul of love has gone. 

And don't argue that a law prohibiting remarriage for those 
who have divorced three or more times would’ “encourage im- 
morality.” Cohabitation without the marriage ceremony would, for 
such, be more honest than the flimsy pretense of respectability they 
now assume, 


isphere. Yet aside from the effort

Never Clarified 


y The etatus of that government 
has never been clarified. The Al- 
lies, in this instance Great Britain 
and the United States, never quite 
made up their mind what they 
wanted to do with Badoglio. 


They did not know whether to 
treat him as a prisoner or as a 
pet. They did not know whether 
to. regard his regime as an ally or 
as a Satellite. There was no evi- 
dence that he and the complete- 
ly discredited monarch command- 
ed any popular following any- 
where in Italy. But neither Great 
Britain, nor the United States, 
which in Italian matters has been 
following the British lead, was 
prepared to turn over even the 
shadowy apparatus of power 
which Badoglio has been operat- 
ing to anyone else. 


The hope entertained both in 
London and Washington was that 
everything would be straightened 
out once our troops got to Rome. 
Then the Italian cards could be 
reshuffled both to our satisfaction 
and the satisfaction of the Italian 
people. 


The Trouble 


The trouble is that, even after 
six months of fierce fighting, we 
have not yet reached Rome and 
there is no saying when he shall. 
So it begins to look as if we might 
have to postpone for a long time 
further the formulation of a co- 
hert Italian policy, 


In politics as in physics, how- 
ever, nature abhors a vacuum. 
Having failed to formulate a vi- 
able Italian policy of our own it 
was inevitable that soonér or later 
we should be presented with an 
Italian policy made slewhere. This 
is precisely what happened. While 
we fussed and fumed Russia acted. 

Russia's action is certainly clear 
cut, if cynical, Having decided to 
enter into relations with Badoglio 
she did not stop halfway but has 
gone the whole hog, So far as the 
Kremlin is concerned Badogilo is 
now not. merely the temporary 
head of an interim government 
but the head of the government of 
Italy. 

But this happens to be the way 
Russia has always acted. She did 
not stop at any halfway house, as 
we did, in recognizing the French 
Committee of National Liberation. 
Nor has the Kremlin ever been 
particularly concerned over the 
ideological color of any regime 
with which. it found it useful to 
enter into relations, It has been 
on good terms with democratic 
governments and Fascist govern- 
ments and Nazi governments. 
Ideological considerations it -has 
left to its Communist supporters 
who are expected to follow the 
Russian line, willy-nilly, in what- 
ever direction it leads. 


The Reason? 


But what prompted Russia to 
act as it did” 

Various reasons are being ad- 
‘vanced. It is being said, for in- 
| stance, that Russia is now increas- 
‘ingly interested in Mediterranean 
affairs and -wanted to show its 
good will to the Italian people. 
This may be. It is also being said 
that Russia has taken this means 
of expressing her dissatisfaction 
with the slowness of the Allied 
military action in Italy by acting 
in a manner to suggest that she is 
convinced Rome will never be 
reached, 

Another possible motive, how- 
ever, is that Russia guessed that 
her allies had aobut made up their 
| minds to keep Badoglio in power 
‘anyway, and was jumping in 
ahead of them, taking the bull by 
| the horns, Certainly speech was 
_very friéndly to Badoglio, 
| In other words, Russia may in 
| her own peculiar way and with 
‘her customary bruskness have 
‘been trying to support Churchill 
|in a policy which he favors but 
'which has -aroused considerable 
criticism in England and America. 
| Rut if that was Russia's motive 
‘her action is not likely to increase 
| Allied harmony but to create more 
| confusion in Allied ranks.

Georgia's Paul Brown 


Helping Small. Banks 


WASHINGTON, March 186.—To Representa- 

tive Paul Brown, of Georgia, must go the credit 

- for a successful fight made in the lower house 

for relieving small banks of the country, many 

of them in the south, of a Federal Reserve Board edict which seri- 


ously threatens their operations. 


The fight involves an effort by the Federal Reserve to force 
the large city banks to pass on to their correspondens in the smaller 
communities all exchange charges in connection with the clearance 
of checks on out-of-town institutions. 


Heretofore such charges have been borne willingly enough by 
the larger banks. They are still willing to do so, relying on profits 
from handling reserve funds of the small institutions to offset the 
costs of check clearances. 


But the Federal Reserve Board, as a part of its program for 
bringing about par clearance of all bank checks, has interpreted 
an old law, passed some ten years ago, in a manner to give it 
authority to wipe out the practice of imposing exchange charges. 


HURT SMALL BANKS Small banks of the south and middle 


west rose up in arms immediately 
after the new edict was published. Many of them claimed it would 
put them out of business. Representative Brown, a high-ranking 
member of the House Banking and Currency Committee and one 
of the best informed members of congress on banking legislation, 
saw fhe justice of their claims and set out to correct the situation. 


To this end he offered a simple bill denying the Federal Re- 
serve Board authority to act in the premises. After extensive hear- 
ings the House Banking Committee reported out the measure, and 
it has now been adopted by the lower chamber. It still remains 
for the senate to give its final approval of the legislation, but in 
view of the wholehearted support the Brown measure received in 
the house, there is little doubt about its ultimate enactment. 


The State Banking Association of Georgia, representing nearly 
400 banks, has passed a resolution supporting the bill. Only three 
financial institutions in the state are said to have opposed it. Simi- 
lar indorsements have come from the banks of al 13 southern 
states, along with a number of the western states, 


AUGUSTA EXAMPLE To illustrate the practice which the 


Federal Reserve would wipe out, Rep- 
resentative Brown has given an analysis of an account carried by 
the Georgia Railroad Bank, of Augusta, one of the oldest houses 
in the, state, with one of its small corresponding banks in another 
county. The smaller bank uses the Augusta hank to handle the 
collection of checks issued by depositors of other banks in its area. 
It also keeps a part of its reserves on deposit with the larger bank. 


The Augusta bank, on one side of a ledger, credits its customer 
with the estimated earnings on the loanable balance in the cus- 
tomer’s account.

On the opposite side of the ledger, it charges, 
or did charge, $260 for the expense of handling the account during 
that month, leaving a net profit to the Augusta bank of $116 on 
the operation, 


Mr. Brown points out that, as a net result of this computation, 
the city correspondent bank does not wish to charge its country 
bank customer any service charge for handling the account, for 
the simple reason that it has made a profit out of the balance 
carried by the customer. | 


CONSIDERABLE STEW (If the larger bank were required 

to adopt the new practice ordered 
by the Federal Reserve Board, it would be compelled to charge 
the country bank all costs in connection with the collection of non- 
par checks, amounting in the case under study to some $231. That 
is a considerable item with some of the little banks. Some of them 
have said they might be forced out of business, if the ruling of 
the board is allowed to stand.

Eggs Supply Protein, 
Natural Source of Vitamin D 


By Sally Saver. 


It took the remark of a friend 
just returned from England: “The 
thing I missed most were eggs out 
of a shell,” to make me, realize 
again how very fortunate we 
Americans are in the matter of 
food. We have fresh eggs in 
abundance, and especially at this 
time of the year when our hens 
seem to try to break production 
records. Our English allies and 


our fighting men in many parts of 
the world have to take their eggs 
in the dried form, because of ship- 
ping problems. These they say, 
aren't bad, but still are a long 
way from a fresh scrambled egg. 


An egg is one of the most highly 
concentrated bits of food. It sup- 
plies good proteins, some minerals, 
including iron, and it is one of the 
few natural sources of the sun- 
shine vitamin D. This vitamin is 
in the yolk only, and the amount 
there does depend upon how many 
hours the chickens live in open 
sunlight. Eggs are classed as one 
of the essential protective foods 
and an egg a day or at least three 
or four times a week is highly 
recommended by nutritionists for 
everyone. Eggs may take the 
place of meat in a menu, and for 
this reason are a great boon to 
the woman who prepares meat- 
less meals during Lent. Before 
giving specific recipes for good egg 
dishes, please allow me to stress 
the importance of using only mod- 
erate heat in all egg cookery. 
Eggs should never be cooked at a 
high temperature. Too much heat 
toughtens the egg protein and in- 
jures the flavor. “Boiled” eggs 
must never be really boiled. To 
hard-cook eggs drop them in boil- 
ing water, remove immediately 
from direct heat, cover container 
and let stand about 45 minutes. 
Eggs then will be firm but soft 
in texture. 

“T can’t even fry an egg or boil 
water” is a statement often used 
to express an utter lack of culi- 
nary experience, It’s not exactly 
a good phrase, for many other- 
wise good cooks do not cook eggs 
correctly, their scrambled eggs 
aren't soft, their omelettes§ fall 
or get tough around the edges, 
and custards have bits of stringy 
eggs in: them. 


There’s one simple rule that 
must not be forgotten. It’s the 
secret of good egg cookery: 

Don’t apply too much heat, keep 
temperature steady and moderate. 

Now for some nourishing and 
good egg dishes: 


ESCALLOPED EGGS 
AND CHEESE 
1% tablespoons butter, 
1% tablespoons flour. 
1 cup milk, 
1% teaspoon salt. 
lq teaspoon pepper.

EGG CUSTARD PIE 


3 Eggs 

1 Scant cup sugar 
1-4 Teaspoon nutmeg 
1 Pint milk 

Few grains of salt 
Pie crust 


Mix sugar, salt and nutmeg. 
Add beaten eggs and gradually 
the milk, beating constantly. Line 
a deep. pie plate with crust, build- 
ing up the edges well, and pour in 
the custard mixture. Place in 450- 
degree oven for 10 minutes, lower 
heat then to 350 and bake 25 to 
30 minutes longer. (The 450-de- 
gree heat for the first 10 minutes 
is to keep the crust from being 
soggy. But custard mixture 
should not be allowed to boil. 
This causes curdling, and tough- 
ness of milk curd and eggs.) 


EGG SALAD MOLD 


(An excellent luncheon dish.) 
12 Hard-cooked eggs 

2 Tablespoons plain gelatin 
1-2 cup cold water 

14 Cup boiling water 
French dressing

This means that seven of the eight clubs in the Southern Asso- 
ciation control their players.

Hardly a week passes that some major league, International 
League or American Association team doesn’t lose additional play- 
ers in the draft. 

Soon the pinch will be on in the major leagues. And 
this means only one thing: When the pinch becomes too great, 
they'll raid their farm teams. What becomes of the farm 
teams, then? . °° 

Eight teams in the Association and International are 
owned outright by major league teams—four in each league. 
The farms will have to supply players to keep the major clubs 

going until they exhaust their resources. This is obvious. It would 
be odd if the majors didn’t exert every effort to continue at the 
expense of their farm clubs. 

Maybe, in view of this situation, the Southern Association has 
the best chance of any minor léague to survive. 

Only Chattanooga is controlled by a major league team. 

And as long as Cubans play baseball, Washington and 
Chattanooga should be able to function. 

Southern League owners wisely have dealt heavily in 
young players. Atlanta will have a terrific gathering of 
youngsters in the spring. : 
Atlanta has 42 men in the armed forces and 52 left on the list.
